On 9 April 1948, approximately 1300 hours, thia agent interviewed LS 
Colonel Robert 3. HUGHES, Tactics Division, Air Taotisel School, Tyndall Air 
Forse Sage, who atated in substanse; Hə had loft Tyndall approximately 1410 
hours on 9 April 1248, flying a P=212 at the altitudø of 20000 Poet. He 
had proossded to Uontzomery, Alabama, and just previous to sizhting tha town 
had 145 down to she altitude of 13000 ?se& and dirsotly over the town bad 
made a 130 degree lei% turn. Juas before completing his lait turn, he bad 
sighted an objee't aš 19 o'clock of? hia lof? wing which appeared to ba a 
silver disoe Colonel HUGHSS had iswdiately male a sharp bank to the lart.in 
order 30 follow ‘the object which appearsd to be heading North west. After 
completing his turn, Colonel HUGHES had been able to get a better look až the
